ST. LOUIS WILL HAVE TO PAVE TO 
GET CLEANLINESS. 


“My Aim and Hope Is to Keep Every 
Paved Street in a Perfectly 
Clean Condition,”’ Com- 
missioner Varrell- 
mann Says. 


Since the first street in St. Louis got its 
spring cleaning the regeneration of the 
streets has gone forward rapidly. 

The street commissioner was sc pleased 
with what he had done that he went ahead 
_and did more. He washed all the streets in 
the central district, that is to say, from 
| Fourth sreet to Grand avenue and from 
Market street to Washington avenue. 

Thursday the street washing gang gave 
North and South Broadway a bath. This 
is the only way in which the streets can be 


jmade clean after the accumulation of icé, 
snow and mud that has blanketed them for 
s0 many months. 

Street sweepers only smear the mud over 
the pavement witho®t removing it. The 
street is swept with a broom of clean 
water, which casts ev 4! thing into the gut- 
_ ter, through which the liquid dirt runs into 

e sewer while the solids are brushed into 

eaps by the besoms of the “white wings” 
‘aa carted away. 

After the streets are once thoroughly 
washed the street cleaners have no difficul- 
.ty in keeping them clean with broom and 
shovel. It is the intention of the street 
commissioner to sweep every paved street 

iin St. Louis with streams from his auto- 
matic street sprinklers and then keep them 


c n.

BECKER HELD ON 
BRIBERY CHARGE 


He Was Arrested and 
Bond Yesterday.

Man Who Is Said to Have Tried to Fix 
Kratz Jury Surrendered When 
He Learned Warrant 
Was Out. 


John H. Becker, deputy factory inspector, 
was arrested in the Four Courts Thursday 
afternoon at 4 o'clock on a@ warrant is 
sued by Judge Ryan. The warrant was 
issued at the inetance of the grandjury 
which has been investigating the charge 
of attempting to bribe the jury commission- 
er to fix a jury for the trial of Charles 
Kratz made against Becker. 

Karlier in the day Becker received an 
intimation that a warrant was out against 
him. He secured a bondeman, Joseph 
Rauer, a South Side saloon keeper and 
politician, and with him went to the Four 
Courts, where he was served with the war- 
rant by Deputy Sheriff Nickells. He gave 
bond in the sum of $5000 and was released. 

Last Tuesday the grandjury took up the 
case of Becker, and in the three days fol- 
lowing examined Jury Commissioner Wein- 
brenner and several of the employes of his 
office, and from the information. gieaned 
Judge Ryan was asked to issue the war- 


rant. 

Becker was a witness for Kratz in the 
motion for a change of venue. During hie 
examination Judge Ryan took him in hand 
and asked him questions as to his acquaint- 
ance with city, civil and court ontigiels, at 
the same time asking him if he h ever 
spoken to anyone in an official position in 
the interest of Kratz. 

After much questioning Becke: admitted 
that he knew mathy men in the employ 
of the city, and that he knew Weinbrenner, 
but denied that he had ey, spoken to him 
in Kratgz’s behalf. It Was not generally 
known at that time that Circuit Attorney 
Folk and Judge Ryan were in possession 
of charges to the effect that Becker had 
requested the jury commissioner to ‘fix’ 
a jury for Kratz. 

hese allegations came to them in letters 
from business men who had overheard 
Becker talking in a saloon at Sixth and 
Market streets. 


Weinbreanér Testified 
He Hat Been Approached. 


The men who heard th's remark were 
summoned before the grandjury, together 
with the Jury commissioner and his clerks, 
and the testimony was the basis of the in- 
dictment and the bench warrant that fol- 


lowed, 
Jury Weinbrenner was 
called as a wiiness to impeach the testi- 
mony of Becker when the motion for @ 
change of venue was being argued before 
Judge Ryan. On the stand he said that 
Becker had approached him with a propo- 
fition to “fix” the jury that would try 
Kratz, and was about to tell the court 
what Becker had said when he was in- 
terrupted by T. B. Harvey, counsel] for 
Kratz, who objected to the line of examina- 
tion ax calculated to prejudice the interests 
of his client, and the examination stopped. 
To the Post-Dispatch Mr. Weinbrenner 
stated that Becker had met him in front 
of tlie courthouse one day and proposed 
that he arrange a jury that would make 
Kratzs trial easy. Becker, he sad. sug- 
wested that the special jury be druwn from 
a list which Becker is alleged to have 
handed him. Weinbrenner said it could 
not. Then Becker, it is said, asked if it 
might not be erranged through the jury 
commissioner’s deputies, at the same time 
mentioning the sum of -$500 Again Wein- 
brenner declined to have amything to do 
with the proposition, and Becker, he de- 
elared, went away. It was after his al- 
leged failure to bring the jury commis- 
sioner into a scheme to “‘make things easy’”’ 
for Kratz that Becker is said to have made 
the remarks in a saloon that reached Judge 
Rvan and the circult attorney. 

Becker was formerly a member of the 
House of Delegates. and conducted a sa- 
loon on Market street, then he became a 
Seputy sheriff and after he lost that poali- 
ton was made deputy factory inspector. He 
lives at 1825 South Beventh street. in the 
Eighth ward, and is active in South St. 
Louls politics. 

The grandjury examined eight witnesses 
Thursday and adjourned until Monday, 
when it will take up routine court cases. 
Tuesday afternoon or Wednesday it will re- 
sume its inqul into municipal matters. 
Witnesses examined Thursday were: Ed- 
ward Tilton, Clinton Rowell, John H. Over- 
all, Sim T. Price, Theodore Himmelmann, 
Jr., John C. Hall of the Simmons Hurdware 
Co., John Sullivan and John R. lontana. 
The jury continued to investigate the Cen- 
ae Traction, the garbage and the lighting 
eals.

FUGITIVE FROM TEXAS. 


FOR TEN YEARS JAMES HUDDLE- 
STON POSED AS J. A. 
ALEXANDER. 


In This Period He Had Become a Lead- 
ing Citizen, But Must Now Go 
to Prison for Coun- 
terfeiting.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 7.—Hugo's

The Jean Valjean of this story is James 
Jiuddiesitcn, who, for more than ten years, 
has been known at Casa as J. A. Alexand- 
er. He was arrested this morning by Dep- 
uty United States Marshal John McClure 
on orders from Paris, Tex. 

HwuTdlesto:; admitted his identity, con- 
fessed hims«!f to be the man, who eleven 
years ago, tled from Texas after being con- 
Victed of passing counterfeit money, quiet- 
ly aunounc:d his readiness to accompan 
(the marshal, and tonight passed through 
here on his way to Tixas so serve a sen- 
tence ir. the } enitentiary. 


Blow to 
His Friends. 
The people of Casa: refused at first to be- 
lieve Huddleston could be guilty of any 


crime, and offered to aid him in any way. 
He told them their good offices were use- 

.ess. 

On May it, 1890, James Huddleston -was 
convicted ir the federal court in Texas on 
one court of ar indictment charging him 
with parsing counterfelkt money. The of- 
jense Was yet a seriuus one. except from 
the stanlpoint of the law. The jury, how- 
ever, found he had passed the counterfeit 
“Oln, and recommended that he be sen- 
tenrod to a term in the penitentiary. 

Huddleston was then out on $5000 bonds, 
furnished by relatives. The case was given 
to the jury at 6 o'clock in the evening, and 
the jurors debated over the case and the 
evidence for several hours. At il o’clock at 
night the jury returned a sealed verdict 
under the orders of the court and was dis- 
missed, the judge announcing that the ver- 
dict would be read the following morning. 

Huddleston had a friend either among the 
jurors or among the court attaches, and, in 
some manner, he was informed that he 
had been found guilty and would have to 
serve a peuaitentiary sentence. Before the 
court assembled to. open the verdict the 
néextr’morning Eiuddieston had disappeared. 

A week later a stranger arrived in the 
new town of Casa. He was a quiet, pleas- 
ant man. He said little to any one of his 
life history, and, securing work, settled 
down to grow up with the village. He 
engaged in business and prospered. 


Becomes Wealthy 
and Respected. 

As the town grew Alexander became one 
of the leading citizens. He added to his 
wealth rapidly. and for the last five years 
has been considered the wealthiest man in 
the community. He never accepted any pub- 
lic office, although the mayoralty and other 
offices were offered him repeatedly. He 
was known for his philanthropy and his 
willingness to ald any who were in distress. 
He was a factor in the politics of Perry 
County, and could have had the nomination 
to Congress from the district for the asking. 

Alexander, however, had no political as- 
pirations. He continued to aid his neighbors 
aml conduct his } growing business. He did 
pot marry, ne many of his intimate 
friends knew that he had some Secret sor- 
row which he was striving to live down. 
His life was an exemplary one and he was 
considered a model in the community. He 
gave largely to church work but never 
connected himself with any church. 

Last week the United States marshal for 
the northern district of Arkansas was in- 
formed by th. authorities at Paris, ‘Tex., 
that James Huddleston, a fugitive from 
justice, convicted of passing counterfeit 
money, was rosiding in Casa under the 
name of Alexander. : 


Admitted That 

Me Was the Man. 
The marshal sent a deputy to Investigate. 
The deputy, by inquiries, discovered’ Alex- 


ander had appeared at Casa shortly after 
Huddleston fled from Texas. The descrip- 
tion tallied. He reported and Deputy Mc- 
Clure was sent to arrest Huddleston. He 
found the man in his office and stated h's 
business. 

Huddleston made no attempt to comy that 
he was the man wanted. He asked for an 
hour to arrange his business interests and 
accompanied the officer. He said the fear 
and expectation of arrest and exposure had 
haunted him ever since he fled. 

Alexander's name is on the bonds of Sher- 
iff White and several other county officials 
of Perry County for large amounts.

THE CONGREGATION APPLAUDS 


DENOUNCED THE RULER’S BREW-

Pray for Me, Said the Divine, That I

LONDON, March 7.—There was a satrik- 
ing scene in thé City Temple yesterday 
when during the course of his sermon che 
Rev. Joseph Parker, D. D., the minister, 
administered a pointed rebuke to King 
Edward, which was loudly applauded by 
the congregation. Having alluded to public 
houses as ‘‘trapdoors of hell,’’ Dr. Parker 
referred to the King’s recent brewing of 
beer while viskKing Lord Burton. 

“Pray for me,” sald the divine, “that I 
may speak delicately, loyally. If the King 
brews beer what can be wrong in the sub- 
ject of drinking it? What the King does 
is likely to be imitated by others. 

“His majesty is more than a man and 
must regard all questions from a kingly 
point of view. If the King goes to a Sun- 
day concert, as he did recently, he dea!s 
a deadly blow to the Englishman’s Sunday. 
The King cannot attend a nonconform’st 
place of worship, but he can go to a Sunday 
concert.”’ 

This remark called forth cries of “shame,” 
and Dr. Parker continued: 

“If the King, who is the head of the 
church and defender of the faith, can vio- 
late the English Sunday, what can <he peo- 
ple do but follow in his steps?

EL PASO, Tex., March 7.—The Galveston, 
Henderson & San Antonio westbound pas- 
senger train No. 9 was ditched three miles 
west of Maxon, on the El Paso and San- 
derson division, at 3 o'clock this morning. 
The dead and injured may number W to 
35. 

Nine coaches and a baggage car were 
burned. Only one coach escaped, which 
was occupied by Mr. Ryan and #0 New York 
capitalists. 

Engineer Mart, a native of St. Louis, and 
Fireman Harry Bertsch of Bl, Paso were 
killed. Conductor Stackwell escaped. 

The train is but a smoking heap of ruins. 
Many bodies were burnéd. Fifteen dead 
were reported to have been found at 10 
o'clock, but they have not yet been identi- 
fied. ‘Superintendent Martin with Dr. Tur- 
ner and a corps of physicians left at 6 
o'clock on a special for the scene of the dis- 
aster. 

Express Messenger Adams was badly 
scalded and several clerks were injured. 
Wrecking outfits have been sent from 
Alpine, Marfa and Marathon, the nearest 
stations to the wreck. 

It is reported that some of the injured 
would have lived had they not been help- 
less and later burned. . 


SCENE OF BURNING TRAIN. 

The station agent at Tabor, seven miles 
away, saw the light of the burning train 
and went to the scene as fast as a hand- 
car would take’ him. 

On reaching the wreck a wild scene greet- 
ed him. Passengers who were able to g 
out were running hither and thither, fran- 
tic In their efforts to resttie those who 
were in the burning cars. It {s thought 
tha few passengers in the two day coaches 
were saved, as both cars were piled on 
top of the baggage and express cars and 
were the first to catch fire. 

The Pullman and tourist sleeping car 
passengers were rescued ftom the flames 
and if reports are true, none was killed on 
those cars, although several are reported 
injured.

MEN ARE REMOVING THE HUGE) 
CHIMNEY IN SECTIONS. 


Work in Their Perilous Position With- 
out Any Apparent Thought of 
Danger—New Building to 
Replace the Old One. 


Robert Robinson and Ed Young, two 
former sailors, began Friday morning to 
take down the big smokestack on the Tur- 
ner building, at Bighth and Olive streets. | 
At 9:30 o'clock the first section, nine feet | 
long, had been lowered to the roof, and/§ 
before night, eight. sections will have been | 
removed, and the remainder of the stack 
will be lifted off bodily and lowered to the 
ground if the plans of the wreckers are not 
changed. 

The Turner building is being demolhshed 
to make way for a more preten:‘ious and 
modern structure. The stack rises 110 feet 
above the roof of the building, which is 
140 feet above the street, so that when ihe 
riggers are at the top of the stack they 
are 250 feet above the earth. 

At the top, a mast 30 feet long has been 
lashed to the stack with three ropes. The 
tackle, by means of which the riggers are 
raised to their perilous position, is fastened 
to the mast by means of three-quarter 
inch wrought iron hooks. Three three- 


| due, 


quarter inch ropes pass through blocks 
at top and bottom. To the lower block 
a narrow board is fastened on which the 
rigger sits. A heavier tackle is fastenea 
to the mast at the top of the stack con- 
nected with a winch on the roof for the 


purpose of lowering sections of the stack 
as they are detached. 

When Robinson and Young went aloft 
Friday morning to their work, hundreds 
of people stood on the sidewalk in front 
of the postoffice and watched them with 
breathless interest. 

Young was the first to ascend. He seat- 
ed himself on his bit of board, shook his 
lines to see that they were free and be- 
gan to haul away. As soon as he got free 
of the roof. two helpers took-hold of the 
ropes and the sailor was soon at the top. 


Ascends to Top 

of the Mest. 

When he got there he was sé¢en to climb 
out of his seat and ‘“‘shin’’ up the mast 
to the top, where he detached his block 
and tackle and slid down the mast to the 
top of the stack with it In his hand. Then 
he hooked the tackle-over the edge of the 
stack and getting into his seat again swung 
himself free over the roof aagin. 

Robinson then seated himself on his board 
and was swung aloft also. His tackle was 
hooked over the edge of the stack and both 
lowered away about 10 feet. From above 
came the subdued clang of hammers on 
iron. The riggers had begun to cut away 
the rivets that fastened the sect'ons of the 
stack together. With chisels they severed 
the snap ends of the rivets on the o\@ .ide 
of the stack and punched the rivets out. 

Round the stack they eircled, knocking off 
the ends of the rivets, until they met on the 
other side. When only enough rivets re- 
mained to hold the section in place they 
fastened a tackle about It and it was low- 
ered to the roof. Before loosening it the 
tackle holding their slings was transferred 
from the top of the stack back to the mast 


f 1. 

2 - section removed was nine feet long, 
consisting of two pieces of boiler iron riv- 
eted tomether. Eight of these will be taken 
down in order to make the stack wieldy, 
when it will be removed In a body.

LOST PROPELLER FEB. 27 


HER SCREW AND RUDDER DROP- 
PED-INTO THE SEA. 


Member of New York World Staff, a 
Passenger on Board, Sent the 
Startling Information and 
Last News of the Ship. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 7.—Eight days over- 
the swift Atlantic liner Etruria is 
supposed to be somewhere near the Azores, 
without rudder or propeller, lashed to a 
small steamer whose engines are hardly 
able to move the big ship over the rough 
sea. The only tidings received from the 


Etruria since she salled from New York 
Feb. 22, came in a cablegram from a mem- 
ber of the Evening World's staff who is a 
passenger on the crippled ship. His mes- 
gage was carried to’ Harta, Azores Isiand, 
by a passing oil tank steamer. It was 
dated March 1, and conveyed this startling 
information: 


Propeller Goes 
to the Bottom. 
“The Etruric lost her propeller and 
steering gear in mid-Atlantic on the 


evening of Feb. 26. Drifted helpless 
in a heavy sea all night, making con- 
tinuous signals. 

“Propeller and rudder went to the 
bottom of the ocean without warn- 
ing. The Etruria was in the regular 
lane of travel at the time, but duaing 
the night drifted out of the track of 
steamers. 

“They are trying to tow the Etru- 
ria to the Azores. As I write we are 
in tow of the steamer William Cliff. 
but are making no headway. Wind 
and sea against us and Cliff not 
strong enough to do more than hold 
us steady. Much discouragement is 
felt because the Cliff is unable to get 
us along with any speed. Most of the 


Five Hundred Miles

time we do not move ahead at all.”’ 
The Etruria was 500 miles west-north- 
west of Fayal when picked up by the Wil- 
liam Cliff. 
It is explained by seamen that the Etru- 
ria's tall shaft broke near the hub of the 


screw, and the broken part, with the pro- 
peller, dropped off and sank. This happened 
when the single screw Cunarder was 
breasting a heavy easterly swell. A gale 
was blowing from the northwest.

Remmed the Waesland Off Holy- 
hood and Sent Her,to Bot- 
tom in Forty Minutes. 


LIVERPOOL, March =7,.—The_ Britieh 
ateamer Harmonides, from Brazilian ports, 
which wasin collision with and sank the 
Red Star Iline steamer Waesland Wednes- 
day night, about 40 miles southwest of 
Holyhead, and which was towed to this 
port early this morning by the tugs sent In 
search of her, has a great hole in her bows. 

One of the rescued passengers of the 
Waesland, who was on board the Har- 
monides, said the Waesland was run into 


amidship im a fog at midnight, and sank 
half an howr afterward, her boilers burst- 
ing as she went down. 
he report that only two of the passen- 
ers of the Waesland, a man and a cbild, 
ost their lives, appears to be confirmed. 
In addition|' one woman was injured. Some 
of the Wactland's boats were in the water 
a couple of hours before, owing to the fog, 
they could get alongside the Harmonides. 

When the Harmonides arrived here, her 
decks were crowded with half-clad pas- 
sengers of the Waesland, whose pale and 
Dhaggard fates told the story of their try- 
ing experiences. So hurried was the de- 

rture of the passengers from the sink- 
neg ship thait in some cases they were only 
covered by blankets, and handkerchiefs 
were their only headgear. 

When the! disaster occurred Wednesday 
night. the two vessels were steaming slow- 
ly off the coast of the island of Anglesey. 
The Harmonides crashed head on into the 
Waesland and backed away, but once again 
struck the ithen sinking ship, making a 
great gap in her side. 

Though the sea was perfectly smooth, 
the denseneass of the fog added to the ter- 
rors of the| passengers of the Waesland. 
The women feannur on deck, screaming, but 
Were s00n reassured by the officers. 

The boats |were quickly lowered, but the 
operation resulted in two fatalities. The 
end of one of the lifeboais slipped from its 
davit and precipitated the occupants of 
the boat into the sea. The head of a steer- 
age passenger, Edward Dangerfield of Kan- 
sas, was struck against the boat's fittings 
and he was Instantly killed; Elsie Emmett, 
12 years old, the daughter of the Rev. A. 
Emmett. was drowned. The other persons 
who were in:-the boa: were picked up. 

The bravery of the passengers, many of 
whom were Scandinavian emigrants, was 
exemplary.

As the last boats were leaving the fast- 
sinking ship, whose dec were already 
awash, an explosion announced that her 
boilers had burst, and 40 minutes after 
the first impact the Waesland gave a 
mighty lurch and disappeared beneath the 
Waves, sinking about midway between 
Holyhead and Tuskar light. 

Nothing was saved except what the pas- 
Sengers and crew wore. The boats com- 
talning the ‘passengers were for a time 
Separated, owing to the fog, but eventual- 
ly they all reached the sides of the Har- 
monides and the survivors were taken 
on board that vessel, where everything pos- 
sible was done for their comfort. 

A Dilot boat met the Harmonides off 
the island of Anglesey and communicated 
the news of the disaster to persons ashore 
with the result that tugs were dispatche 
to search for the Harmonides and accom- 
pany the steamer to this port. Here the 
engers were landed and comfortably 
housed They will proceed to Philadelphia 
Wednesday on board the Red Star Line 
steamer Noordland.

Officer Graphically 
Describes Accident. 


An officer of the Waesland, in an inter- 
view, gave a graphic description of the loss 
of the steamer. He said: ‘I saw the whole 
affair. I was late turning in, as the night 
was fossy, and we, naturally, were appre- 

ractically all the passengers had 

retired. I was taking a last look at the 

eather and in so doing peered over the 

Ship's side, when, without the slightest 

porming. there came a fearful crash, which 

made the Waesland stagger from stem to 
ern 


stern. 

“My God, we are struck!" I shouted. Then 
there loomed right over our ship's bow the 
steamer which had run into us. It was 
terrifying. 

“We instantly recognized the peril. The 
Garkness at that time was Impenetrable, 
Dut there was no mistaking the terrible con- 
Sequences of such an impact. The nose of 
the Harmonides appeared to have eaten 
Tight into our side. We were going very 
slowly with no more specd than was neces- 
sary to keep headway. We were struck at 
right angles, a tremendous hole was made 
and for a moment the stem of the Harmo- 
nides was literally inside our ship. 

“A rush of excited people from all parts 
of the ship immediately ensued. The pas- 
sengers tumbled up just as they had re 
tired for the night.

@ few instances the passengers had thrown 
a shawl or a blanket over their shoulders. 
Terror and bewilderment reigned for a few

“THE CRISIS” PRODUCED. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., March 7.—Winston 
Churchill's dramatization of his own pop- 
ular novel, “‘The Crisis,’’ had its first pro- 
duction on any stage at the Alvin last 
night at the hands of James K. Hackett 
and his company. Mr. Hackett appears 
as Stephen Brice, the young northern hero, 
whose courtship of Virginia’ Carvel, the 
southern belle, forms the principal thread 
of the plot, the exciting incidents imme- 
diately preceding and during the civil war 
being used as background to throw the 
heart story into sharp relief.

INSTEAD OF MILES AND DEWEY 
HE FINDS CORBIN AND EVANS. 


The German Embassy at Washington 
Had Anxious Moments Striving 
to Arrange Reception on 
the European Plan. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—While the Kal- 
ser has expressed his delight at the hearty 
welconie given Prince Henry, there are 
misatving on the part of the German ¢m- 
bassy here as to the way In which some 
of the details of the reception of the royal 
visitor will be viewed on the continent. 
There the disregard of acknowledged eti- 
quette is considered an insult. 

The German embassy was thrown into 
consternation early in the making of th» ar- 


rangements for the visit of che _ prince 
when Count A. von Quadt-Wykradt isny, 
first secretary of the embassy and a mem- 
ber of the special commiitee on arrange- 
ments, consisting of Assistant Secretary of 
State Hill, Gen. Corbin and Rear-Admiral 
Evans, returned to the embassy one day 
from a moeting of the committee and an- 
nounced that tne plans accepted by a Mma- 
jority of the committee did not include a 
welcome at the railroad station by Presi- 
dent hooseveit to the prince. ‘The count In 
silence had pevmitted Dr. Hill and Gen. 
Corbin to arrange that the prince after 
reaching Washington should be feceived by 
the President at the White House. ‘ihat 
this arrangament was not strictly in accord 
with precedent was established quickly at 
the embassy. 

lt was discovered that when Prince Henry 
went to St. Petersburg he was met at the 
Station by the Czar of Russia and cordially 
Welcomed. During a visit to Austria the 
Emoeror left the royal palace and greeted 
his guest at the station. It was ecided 
at the embassy that a proposal to change 
the program could not come from either 
Ambassador von Holleben vr from Count 
QWuadt. The Germans would not permit 
themselves to be placed in the position of 
making a suggestion concerning the grant- 
ing cf which there was even the possibility 
of a doubt. 

During a subsequent meeting of the com- 
mittee Count Quadt casualiy mentioned 
the fact that Prince Henry had visited both 
St. Petersburg and Vienna, in the hope 
that Mr. Hill could see a suggestion in this 
bit of royal history and ascertain what 
was done on those occasions. If Mr. Hill 
detected any significance in the count’'s me- 
anderings from the business of the meet- 
ing he gave no outward evidence, bcause 
the program was not changed and Prince 
Henry was welcomed in the White House 
instead of in the railway station, as the 
Germans claim he should have been. 

It is also contended that Prince Henry 
cannot have failed to notice that there is 
an estrangement betwen the administration 
and the highest officers of the military 
and naval arms of the government. Major- 
General Corbin of the army and Rear Ad- 
miral Evans of the navy were the h.ghest 
officers permitted to approach him until he 
attended the McKinley memorial meeting 
at the capitol. This meetin was held 
under the auspices and direction of Con- 
gress, and as the prince was allowed to sit 
alone for a long time he had ample time 
to notice that the arrival of Gen. Miles was 
formally announced to the assembled sena- 
tors and representatives, while Gen. Cor- 
bin was allowed to enter unnoticed. Prince 
Henry also had an opportunity to observe 
that Gen. Miles sat just three rows of 
seats ahead of Gen. Corbin. 

The nicety with which the little pdints 
were observed by Ambassador Von olle- 
ben in connection with the prince’s visit is 
illustrated in the preparation of the menus 
for the banquet tendered him by the New 
York. Staats pe The menus were 
printed on heavy satin ribbon and were in- 
tended to be souvenirs of the event. Tri-

Bight rented rooms, directly beneath an 
assembly and entertainment hall and a bar- 
room, serve as a public school for 450 Norih 
St. Louis children. 

The Dodier School is the official name 
of the institution, but the only name which 
eppears on the outside of the building is 

that of the Nord St. Louis Freie Gemeinde, 
the society owning it. The building is at 
Twentieth and Dodler streets. 

On @ large calendar which hangs in the 

room occupied by the third grade, heavy 
black marks indicate the days when dark- 
ness compelled the pupils to stop studying 
, for all or @ part of the day. 

For the short month of February three 
such dark days are checked up on the cal- 
endar of the third grade room, which, the 
teacher in charge says, is one of the best 

_lHghted in the building. 
Two windows admit light to each of the 
| eight rooms, which contain more than 50 
‘pupils each. In the first grade room, ac- 

cording to Miss May Hewitt, the teacher, 
the sunlight enters only for a brief space 
each morning. 

No means of lighting the building artifi- 
cially exists, and on ‘‘dark days,’’ by order 
of the principal, Mrs. Ella Brockman, no 


‘attempt at study is made. The scholars 
| git idle in their seate while the teachers 
tell them stories or employ other devices to 
preserve order. 

Large, round stoves furnish sufficient heat 
®0 long as the doors are kept closed. With 
every opening of a door comes a biast of 
cold air from the hallway, which has no 
heat of any sort. 

Seven of the eight grade rooms are over- 
crowded, and relief has been found in 
transferring children to the Blair School. 
The sixth grade room contains 58 pupils, the 
fourth grade 56 and the third grade 59. 

“If we had room, heat, light and suitable 
surroundings. we would have a good place 
for a school,"’ is the way the deficiencies of 
the bullding are described by the principal.

“The Board of Education is aware of the 
conditions existing here,’’ said Mrs. Brock- 
man, “and I believe they intend to give us 
a new building as soon as possible.

I 

am glad that it 's remembered as the 

White City, and I must confess, with 

many others, that the introduction of col- 


or at the Pan-American was a dangerous 
and unfortunate experiment. Making the 
noble columns that. flanked the Dewey 
arch part chocolate colored and part white 
in no sense added to their architectural 
beauty, and certainly took away from the 
majesty of the general eect. At Chicago 
there was not wanting richness of detail 
in ornamentation, but this was subordi- 
nated to the purpose of the building; for 
beauty, as Ruskin has so often said, has a 
purpose, which is the expression of the 
divine spirit of man. Each building seemed 
related happily to its site, and the lesson 
of this relation is clearer to us after see- 
ing the jumble of buildings about the 
Seine and the Trocadero. The landscape 
gardener worked with the architect and 
the sculptor as if all were members of one 
freemasonry co-operating to a general end, 
s0 that not only were lagoons and sites 
happily and appropriately disposed, but 
the buildings were so situated that one had 
perspective enough to appreciate their 
magnitude and sublimity of design, and 
was not immediately led under a »uwiild- 
ing whose facade he could not see without 
turning his head back and wrenching his 
spinal column. 

Many persons who visited the Chicago 
Fair went away with a new inspiration, 
and returned to their own towns deter- 
mined to make them more -beautiful for 
thelr fellow men. It is possible that the 
Centennial Exposition was necessary as 
a forerunner; but so eat was the stride 
between the exhibition at Philadelphia 
and that at Chicago that it would seem as 
if centuriee must have elapsed between 
the two, instead of a few short years, In 
the Centennial Exposition one felt the ef- 
fort of the hand, the technique.

Low Country Assessments Have 
Formed a Precedent That 
Works the City a Hard- 
ship. a 


Judge Rombauer, counsel for the St. Louls 
Roard of Education, will go before the 
State Board of Eqyalization when it meets 
in Jefferson City, April 21, and urge that 
the property of corporations in Missouri be 
assessed full value or at least at the same 
rate individuals are assessed in Si. Louis. 

This is the only method open for a con- 
tinuation of the School Board's fight for 
higher franchise taxation, the judge states. 

Judge Rombauer’ f petition for an alterna- 
tive writ of mandamus ee corpora- 
tions having been refused by the Supreme 
Court, the doors of the courts are closed. 

“The great fi ht is on the inequality of 
the taxation,’’ ar R. Rombauer stated 
to the Post-Dispatch. ‘‘Corporations are 
assessed a the state at one-third their 
value, while the property of the private 
citizen is assessed two-thirds. 

‘This comes about in this way: A tax on 
one-third yields sufficient revenue to meet 
the needs of a Gounty and some counties 
have a surplus on that. The assessor sa . 
‘I will assess at one-third.’ This being i 
rule in the state, the board of equalization 
applied it to corporations. 

“In the city the tax rate has been raised 
a two-third valuation-and yet there is not 
money enough to meet the demands of the 
municipality. The law compels ci.y prop- 
erty to be assessed by a local officer. He 
has fixed the rate two-thirds, twice that 
imposed on corporations by the state. 

“As a matter of fact, these assessors or 
boards have no warrant under the law for 
not assessing to the full value. Desire to 
save the citizens unnecessa taxation is 
responsible for the liberty taken by asses- 
‘sors and there has been none to attempr 
29. cotoreement of the letter of the statute. 

Vhat we want the board of equalization 
to ne is to assess this corpora:ion prop- 
erty to its full value and give us our share 
of the money for our schools."’

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MODEL NURSERY AT 
MOTHERS’ CONGRESS 


UP-TO-DATE INFANT CULTURE 
ATTRACTIVELY ILLUSTRATED. 


CRADLES NOT IN EVIDENCE 


Mattresses Must Not Be Soft and the 
Little One Must CHoose All 
Amusements. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Every baby in 
the land ought to be deeply interested to 
learn that at the National Congress of 
Mothers held here one of the most notable 
features was a model nursery designed to 
instruct mothers how to care in an up-to- 
date way for their tender offspring. 

Bables yet to appear among mankind are 
cautioned to choose mothers who will give 


| them nurseries like the model exhibited 
here. It has been pronounced a success by 
every member of the Mothers’ Congress. 


Mrs. Dubois, wife of Senator Dubois of 
Idaho, is sponsor for the model nursery, 
and has taken a deep interest in all its 
workings, going so far as to lend her baby 

r months old, to illustrate how the 
model nursery operates. 

Elizabeth Dubois, the baby, Is a vigorous 
youngster and seemed to rather enjoy the 
attention she received. She did her best to 
prove her mamma the greatest model nur- 
sery manager. Other babies were also 
introduced to the luxuries of the model 
nursery. 

Mrs. Dubois, in furnishing her model nur- 
Sery, used only such articles of furniture 
and dress as had been tested by experi- 
enced mothers and found to be the best for 
the health and cemfort of the babies in 
which they were personally interested. 
There were a baby basket and a layette 
especially designed to make the first month 
of a baby’s life one for the child to look 
back upon in future years with keenest joy. 

This model wardrobe for newly arrived 
infants did not include band or bandage of 
any kind and all the clothing was con- 
structed so as to hang gracefully from the 
shoulders. The dresses were just sufficient- 
ly long to cover the babies’ feet, and none 
of them had court trains. 

“The hand which rocks the cradle’ may 
have ruled the world in a less enlightened 
age, but it didn’t do any rocking in the 
model nursery. There was no cradle and 
nary a rocker. The crib was on good, 
solid légs, and had a not perouteey soft 
mattress. Model nursery babies don't use 
soft mattresses, and they scorn pillows. 
They just lie fat and sleep. The more they 
sleep the better the mothers (and fathers) 
are eanse~eupecialiy along about 3 a. m. 
Little Elizabeth Dubois, during the first 
year of her life. slept 20 hours out of every 
4, and took pride in it. 

In the model nursery was a little wire 
inclosure, or baby corral, so to speak, fitted 
up with cushi6ns and playthings. The idea 
was to put the baby into the corral, say 
‘There you are!’’ and leave it to amuse 
liself, or sleep, as in its judgment it 
thought best. he consensus of opinfon of 
the mothers was that the less a baby is 
handled and dandled the better. 

Then there was a steaming tent for 
croup—for even the modelest kind of a 
model baby has croup sometimes—and 
there were other contraptions for treat- 
ing ailing babies without the use of medi- 
cine. No sick babies were exhibited, but 
the mothers who were experienced united in 
saying that every baby with ordinary com- 
mon sense preferred to get along without 
taking medicine. 

Baby's aesthetic tastes were consulted 
also in fitting up the model nursery, and 
only the best engravings and aquarelles 
were allowed to hang on the walis. There 
were growing plants in the windows and a 
singing bird and a globe of goldfish. The 
baby was to be encouraged to feed the gold- 
fieh daily, of course, avoiding giving them 
shoe buttons, safety pins and other ar- 
ticles which might ruin the piscatorial di- 
gestion. 

The whole scheme of the mode? nursery 
was to make the babies comfortable, happy 
and healthy. No baby In a model nursery 
must forced, or even led, but must 
free to paddle its own canoe, as it were, 
along the lines of least resistance.
